A person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
applying the feature disclosed in document 6 to the 
inventions disclosed in documents 1 to 5, and causing a 
service to be modified depending on usage history, thereby 
obtaining "a modification to image details" depending on 
the service, and deriving the inventions described in 
claims 12 and 13. 
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
